"I have changed my mind," said 


the letter 
"Because all the circum- 


stances of the world have changed 
and it seems to me that in view of 
the extraordinary and 
fai-reaching 


changes which the European 
war 


has brought about, it is absolutely 
ineeessaiy that we should 
have a 


competent instrument 
of 
inquiry 


along the whole line of the 
many 


auestions which affect our foreign 
commerce. 
'I have had in this change 
of 


mind no thought 
whatever of 
a 


change of attitude towards the so- 
called protection question 
That is 


neither here nor there. 
A commis- 


sion such as I have suggested would 
have nothing to do with theories of 
policy 
They would deal only \vith 


facts and the facts which they "would 
seek ought to be the actual facts of 
industry and of the conditions 
of 


economic exchange prevailing in the 
world, so that legislation of 
every 


kind that 
touched these 
matters 


might be guided by the circumstanc- 
es disclosed in its inquiries 


"I dare say you feel, as I do, that 


it would be folly at tl'is time, or 
until all the altered conditions are 
clearly understood, to 
attempt 
to 


deal with questions of foreign com- 
merce by -legislation, and yet having 
dealt directly and clearly with the 
whole question of unfair competition 
within our own borders, it is clear 
that as soon as we know the facts 
we ought to deal with unfair meth- 
ods of competition as between

oarn nation and others, and this is 
only one of mar-y things that

would probably wish to deal with 
These matters I have attempted to 
indicate in my previous letter to vou 
I am glad to supplement that letter 
by this explicit statement of the con- 
Continued on Page 2, Col. 3.)

Wilson refused today to support the 
movement for an amendment to the 
federal constitution 
providing for 


women suffrage. 
He spoke briefly 


to 200 members of the congressional 
union for woman suffrage and told 
them that he felt the suffrage ques- 
tion should be dealt with by each 
individual state. 
The President 
received the suf- 


fragettes after they had waited for 
him for more than an hour at the 
Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel 
which 
he 


made his headquarters on his arrival ' 
here this morning from Washington 
prepared to make three 
addresses 


during the day. 
Efforts made by Mrs. Mary Beard, 


wife of a Columbia university pro- 
fessor, to cross-examine the Presi- 
dent met with failure 
He cour- 


teously refused 
to

President

glzed to the women for not seeing 
them earlier, but told them he had 
been at work since arriving in New 
York. 
He added 
that "It may be

"I may be a little old fashion in 


my view that the suffrage question 
should be handled by the states." 


The President frankly admitted to 


the suffragettes that he had prom- 
ised several months ago to discuss 
with leaders of congress the suffrage 
quetion but that other matters of 
legislation had come up which 
he 


thought should take preference over 
everything else. 
"There are things that 
cannot 


wait," said the President. "Action in 
great constitutional matters must be 
deliberate." 


Mr. Wilson promised again tha 


he would discuss the subject 
with 


members of congress as soon as pos 
slble 
He declared however, 
tha 


he was still convinced that the suf 
frage issues should be worked out by 
the states. He added that he saw no 
reason for the women to be discour 
,age>d by the progress being made.

for the bandits was begun. 


J. Garland Stahl, manager of the

with which he became connected up- 
on leaving the Boston team. 


Every detail of the robbery seem- 


ed carefully planned, according

Mr. Stahl, who was forced to remain 
at his desk facing a revolver while 
one of the robbers entered the tel- 
ler s eage and took the money from 
a drawer. 


"I was sitting at my desk," said 


Mr Stahl, "shortly before 9 o'clock, 
w h e n foin men entered.

Two re\olvers were 
poked 


within an inch of his face and he 
was ordered to hold up his hands. 


"I obeyed without any hesitation," 


said Mr. Stahl, -'and the fellow kept 
his guns pointed at me and the cash- 
er while his companion got 
the 


money." 


The same command was given to 


all the others in the bank and not 
a hand was dropped until the last 
robber backed out of the door. Then 
Lhere was a rush for the telephones 
to notify the police. 


A. W. McCaully, assistant cashier 


ran quickly to the street and jumned 
into an automobile standing at the 
curb. 
He attempted to follow the 


robbers but they out-distanced him 
and turning several corners 
disap- 


peared. 


Officials of the bank 
said 
that 


none of the robbers appeared to be 
more than 20 years old 
The bank is situated in one of the 


busiest sections of Chicago outside ot 
the downtown district.

was passed by the labor congress to- 
day a card vote of' 1,796,000 against 
siy.ooo. 


The resolution follows: 
"Resolved, That this National La- 


bor 
party 
protests 
emphatically 


against the adoption of conscription 
in any form, as it is against the spir- 
it of British democracy and full of 
clanger to the liberties of the peo- 
ple." 


When the delegates assembled to- 


day for the second day's session they 
found this resolution on their tables 
and also one on the military service 
bill, which were designed to take the 
place of the 
numerous 
proposals 


which have been made on these sub- 
jects. 


The other resolution placed before 


the congress was: 


"This congress declares its oppo- 


sition to the military service bill, and 
in the event of it becoming law de- 
cides to agitate for its repeal."

TOWER OF SKULLS. 


A Legacy Left by the Turks to th« 


Servian City of Mich. 


There hare been many tragic epi- 


sodes In the history of Nisu, in Servia. 
tn the fifteenth century the Turks cap- 
tured the city, and for 300 years it re- 
mained in their possession, although 
there were brief periods when the 
Austrians held it 
Then, in 1809, the 


Servians, who had recovered most of 
.heir country from the Turks, besieged 
Nish, but were" defeated with great 
oss. The Turks to celebrate their vic- 
tory erected a rough tower composed 
alternately of lumps of rock and skulls 
of Servians cemented together. 


It is related that tbere were original- 


ly 1,200 skulls in the tower of Nish. 


For a long period it was the habit of 


travelers to Nish to carry off a skull as 
a souvenir, and this reduced their num- 
bers. 
But in the Kusso-Turklsh war 


he Servian army, under the command 
of King Milan, besieged Nish, and the 
fortress fell on Jan. 10, 1S7S. 


The remaining skulls were then rev- 


erently buried by the Servian troops 
except one, which was too deeply im- 
>edded in the plaster to be extracted. 
The so called "tower of skulls" Is now 
only about four feet in height, and 
only one skull can be seen to remind 
he traveler of Its gloomy history.— 
London Answers. 


Aaron Burr's Grave. 


Aaron Burr died at Port Richmond, 


Staten Island, Sept 14, 1S3G. His re- 
mains were conveyed to Princeton, 


. J-, where, according to his request, 


he was interred afc, the feet of his fa- 
ther and grandfather. Both his father 
and grandfather were presidents of 
Princeton college. 
For nearly two years the spot where 
je lay was unmarked, when one morn- 
ing it was discovered that a small, 
very substantial and not inexpensive 
monument of granite and marble had 
>een placed during the night over his 
remains. No one in the town saw the 
monument erected or knew anything 
whatever respecting it 
There was no 


stonecutter in the vicinity capable of 
(xecuting the work. The stone bears 
he inscription: "Aaron Burr. 
Born 


Feb. 6,1756. Died Sept 14, 1836." 


Armenian History. 


The history of the later years of the 


Armenian kingdom is bound up in the 
listory of Am. The stronghold city 
>ecame the capital of the Bagratid 
kings of Armenia in 961. The Byzan- 
tine emperor captured it in 1046, and 
t was then a hive of many scores of 
thousands, a wealthy city and an in- 
viting one. 
The Seljnk Turks carried 


fire and sword throughout its confines 
eighteen 
years later. The 
warlike 


Georgians took it five times between 
1125 and 1209. The Mongols overran 
it in 1239, and an earthquake in 3319 
completed the work of ruin. The great 
cathedral, the most perfect survival, 
was founded in 1010, just at the begin- 
ning of the city's long chain of misfor- 
tunes.

ON MUNITIONS 


DISCUSSION 
DISCLOSES 
THE 


FACT THAT SOME BELIEVE 


IN THEIR SHIPMENT 


From United States, While Others 


Believe it Has Caused All 


Diplomatic Trouble.

Washington, Jan. 27.—For more 


ban an hour today the senate de- 
>ated indirectly the proposal to put 
an embargo on shipments of war mu- 
nitions and then without a vote re- 
erred to the foreign relations com- 
mittee as the administration leaders 
wished a thousand bundles of peti- 
ions bearing a million names asking 
.hat such an embargo be established. 


Throughout a spirited debate pre- 


cipitated by the question of to what 
:ommittee the petitions should go, 
here was no development which 
might fairly be construed as indicat- 
ng the temper of the senate on the 
subject of an embargo, although a 
number of Republican and Democrats 
spoke in favor of one on moral 
jrounds, and on the further ground 
hat the United States by the muni- 
ions shipments was endangering its 
relations with some of the belliger- 
nts. 


Those senators who are known to 


>e against any 
embargo 
on 
the 


round that it would be an unneutral 


act giving an advantage to one side 
n the war, were generally silent dur- 
ng the debate. 


The 
subject 
which 
has

smouldering in the senate for some 
ime blazed up when Senator Hitch- 
sock, who favors an embargo, asked 
hat the petitions be referred to the 
commerce committee. 
The senators 


who are known to favor an embargo 
upported that 
request. Chairman 


Stone of the foreign relations com- 
mittee who is looked to as speaking 
or the administration, asked that the 
petitions be referred to his commit- 
.ee, a course which the embargo ad- 
vocates 
conceded 
they 
expected 


would mean no action. 


When 
debate was started Mr. 


Stone made the further point that the 
motion of the reference, was not de- 
batable. 
Vice President Marshal 


ruled it was and Mr. Stone appealed 
torn the ruling. 


After a number of senators had 


spoken, notably those who favor the 
embargo, Mr. Stone suddenly with- 
drew his appeal from the vice presi- 
dent's ruling and Senator Hitchcock 
sprung another surprise 
by with- 


drawing his motion that 
the peti- 


tions go to the commerce committee. 


Thus all the subject of debate dis- 


appeared and the petitions then au- 
.omatically went to the foreign rela- 
tions committee. 


It was apparent on the 
surface 


that one of the main objects of the 
parliamentary maneuvering by 
the 


embargo advocates was to bring out 
discussion of the subject. 


Several resolutions for munitions 


mbargoes are pending in commit- 
tee. 
The administration takes the 


position, that an embargo now would 
be an act violating neutrality. 


Senator Clark, Democrat, favored 


an embargo but contended it was a

of 
foreign 
policy 
and 


should be considered by the foreign 
relations committee. 


Senator Martine, Democrat, Sena- 


tor Clapp, Republican, and Senator 
Ashurst, Democrat, also spoke in fa- 
vor of an embargo.

breaking down, but each time she 
regained control of herself. 


In answer to the questions put to 
icr by her counsel, Arthur Cushing, 
he witness said that her husband 
had been cruel and abusive, but that 
she loved him notwithstanding his 
treatment. 
She identified a letter she said 
she had received from him while 
she was at the Newport home in the 
fall of 1913, 4n which the doctor 
said: 


"1 don't want anything 
around 
that reminds me of you, and i! you 
•ver put your foot in my place in 
Providence again I will about kill 
you. You are barred from my Provi- 
dence places and I will never asso- 
iate with you again. The only time 
we will be under the same roof again 
will be when I go to Newport, per- 
laps. When you leave there you 
leave everything, and I don't 
care 


when you leave. I've been putting 
on a sham front all 
summer 
for 


you, but I can do it no longer. 
"I am tottering now, I will have 


no more of it." 


Mrs. Mohr made the assertion that 


Dr. Mohr wanted her to "get out and 
shift for herself," and that he urged 
tier to go West and get a divorce, 
Sut that 
she refused. Dr. 
Mohr 


threatened to kill her because she 
would not give him her jewelry, ac- 
cording to her testimony. 


She also said that the doctor co- 


rced her into deeding her property 
to him, and that up to 1912 all his 
arnings had been put in her name. 


Continuing, Mrs. Mohr said 
that 


she received many beatings from her 
lusband because of her attempts to 
keep Miss Emily Burger away from 
him. 
She asserted that !Dr. 
Mohr 


was addicted to the use of liquor and 
drugs, and while under their mflu- 
mce was dangerous. 
She did not deny writing letters to 
iealis, Dr. Mohr's negro chauffeur, 
while she was visiting the doctor's 
relatives in McKwensville, Penn , ex- 
plaining that she wanted to know 
what the doctor was doing—that he 
was her husband, and she was inter- 
ested in what he did. 
She asserted that her correspond- 


mce with Healis was not carried on 
n pursuance of an impending plot to 
kill the doctor. 
Several times in her 
story 
the 


widow emphasized her affection for 
the doctor, and two or three times 
said that she had wanted to become 
reconciled to him. 


She denied furnishing the defend- 


ant Brown with money for a motor- 
cycle in May, 1915, in furtherance 
of the alleged plot against her hus- 
>and. 
"I didn't have enough money for 


myself and two children to get along 
on," she said. 


Mrs. Mohr appeared self-possessed 


as she took her seat in the witness 
box and began the story of her mar- 
ried life. 
"When were you first married?" 


asked Attorney Cushing. 


"May 
15, 1903, at Brooklyn. We 


first roomed on Aborn street, taking 
our meals outside." 
She said that Charles Mohr, Jr., 


was born in 1905 and Virginia Mohr 
in 1908. 
"When did you have your first 


serious disagreement with the doc- 
tor?" 
"In February, 1909. The doctor 


had been drinking and taking drugs 
and he gave me a dreadful beating. 
I told him I was going to leave him. 
He told me I had no record of my 
marriage, and he told me to get out. 
I got out the nest day." 


Mrs. 
Mohr told of a second mar- 


riage ceremony being performed on 
May 24, 1909, at Lynn, Mass. A ropy 
ot the marriage record at that time 
was introduced 
as evidence. She 


gave her 
name at that time as 


Frances E. Blair, 29 years old, and 
described herself as a dressmaker 
born in Hartford, Conn. 
Mrs. Mohr said that at the second

GIVES LECTURE ON 


COUNTY OFFICERS 


Tho second of a scries of lectures 


to the students ot the Newark Busi- 
ness College \\as gi\on last evening 
by Mr. Edward Kibler Sr., in the as- 
sembly hall of the school, on the 
various count> oftices. 


Not onlv instructive and beneficial 


was the address given but intensely 
interesting from beginning to 
end". 


Realizing how little young people and 
the public in general know about the 
different county offices with which 
they must have more or less deal- 
ings, was the paramount reason why 
the management of the school wanted 
the students instructed on this sub- 
ject from one who has had years of 


actual experience with these offices 
of the county. 


Mr. Kibler began by telling a lit- 


tle of the historv of Newaik and the 
plotting of the public square in 1802. 
The first office mentioned and prob 
ably the best known, was that of the 
county treasurer 
Here the taxes are 


received, recorded and the money di- 
vided among UK> various state, coun- 
ty and municipal departments. 
The 


office of auditor was closely associat- 
ed with that ot the 
treasurer. The 


duty of keeping the rec-nr^s of all 
property which is invested with the 
record, 
\\as 
then 
discussed 
Mr. 


Kibler also mentioned the office of 
surveyor and sheriff. One of the im- 


^ portant duties of the former being 
j to record boundaries and corners. He 


j brought out the responsibility of be- 
: ing connected with the office of sher- 
iff, 
particularly 
to 
preserve 
the 


! peace. The important office of clerk 
of courts was described in a very in- 


I teresting manner. 
Some of his du- 


ties being to record all cases, to col- 
lect costs and issue summons. 
The 


prosecuting attorney whose office is 
not with the others 
in 
the 
court 


house, represents the state of Ohio, 
and all criminal cases, and acts as 
general adviser for all the county of- 
fices. The last named office was the 
probate judge, his association 
with 


the human side of public affairs was 
emphasized, under this 
comes 
the 


work of the juvenile court and ad- 
ministrators of the estates. 


In closing Mr. Kibler spoke of the 


salaries, methods of election, and 
length of terms of each. 
He 
also 


mentioned the opportunity of friend- 
ly association with the people of the 
community.
